If we correctly understand what occurred 


‘at the meeting of the Board of Health on 


Wednesday, it proposes to hold a special 


formed about a month since to stop fat-boil- 
ing in the City on the first of October next. 
This business of fat-boiling or fat-rendering 
or fat-melting is the business which renders 
the whole region about Fortieth-street and 
the North River neatly uninhabitable. Its 
foul and sickening odors at times spread 
over the whole upper part of the City. That 
such a disgusting industry should have been 
‘tolerated within the populous portion of a 
city like New-York is a curious illustration 
of the patience with which we will endure 
grievances to which we have become intfred. 
The Board of Health has for three years en- 
deavored to regulate this business; but, 
though improved apparatus has been intro- 
duced which, on “show” occasions, or when 
carefully watched, has mitigated the nui- 
serie, She nee, & Ine oe 80 since, came 
te the conclusion which the public had 
reached long ago, that the only way to 
treat. the business was to drive xt from 
the City to some. uninhabited locality. The 
ordinance in which that determination was 
embodied goes into effect on the first of next 
month, unless the Board shall modify it, and 
the meeting next Monday is to seo if they 
will do so. We presume the fat-boilers will 
assist at this meeting in full force, or repre- 
sented by voluble counsel. In the interests 
of the long-suffering public who may not be 
there, we beg of the members of the Board 
to “stick.” Such an opportunity of doing 
so much good to so many people, of contrib- 
uting so largely to the health and comfort 
of eo many parents and children, not able 
conveniently to flee the pestilence that is 
bred around them by this fearful stench, 
rarely is presented. under so many favoring 
circumstances. May we not promise our 
readers that it shall not be neglected ?

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Sixteen people, we are told, gathered 
nightly and daily under one cow-shed, and 
dismal ruins, ‘blackened walls, scattered 
stones and broken timber were all that was 
left of what had been the happy dwelling- 
places of the evicted poor. And it is to be 
noted that this took place in the Province of 
Leanster, the earliest settled by the English, 
and which, m fact, if we remember aright, 
used to be styled “the English pale.” It 
took place while eloquent discussions were 
going on over the disestablishment of the 
Irish Church; but no ecclesiastical dises- 
Atablishment, nothing, indeed, but a total 
change of the land tenure can protect the 
agrieulturist from euch calamities. Such a 
radical change is, however, according to the 
Times, a Utopian fancy, a “socialist dream.” 

The Irish-American mechanic, tradesman 
or common laborer has, equally with the 
agriculturist, a more ambitious career 
open to. him in this country than in the old. 
As one of the best indications of the earn- 
ings of, our laboring classes, take the condi- 
tion of the savings banks. These institu- 
tions may be said to thrive chiefly by the de- 
posits of. naturalized citizens; and such de- 
posits may be fairly taken to be the fruits of 
labor; pure and simple. They form so large 
& proportion of the hoardings there concen- 
trated. that, if they were taken out, there 
would be hardly enough left to carry on the 
business of the ‘banks. These institutions, 
we say, flourish by reason of their vast num- 
ber of petty deposits, representing the gains 
of thrifty laboring men and women, and in

“Ever since the 
famine of 1847, large annual remittances 
have been made from ‘America to Ireland.

Early in the day any one accustomed to 
ILendon might have seen that some gigantic 
: was, astir, though lie might not have 
wn exactly what. At any point in the 
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minute, and, what was more remarkable, 
with the same imperturbable ease and regu- 
larity. The effect was very striking indeed, 
and beyond the reach of cavil. Time after 
time Captain Lorine cleverly contrived to 
emancipate his right hand from the steering 
and to dash water over his splendid crew 
during their many efforts and their renew- 
ed “spurts.” But in vain. The race was 
irretrievably lost. And when they pe ty 
the goal, they were visibly distresged, - 
ford untonched; This is the more note- 
‘worthy, as the Harvanréigns; though lighter, 
were older and more set than the Oxonians. 
The tame of the race was 22 minutes 20 8-10ths 
seconds, and the” difference between the 
boats 6 seconds.
